The news of the wages offered fol­ 
lowed the posting of signs that 500 
men would be needed. 
Not only did 
the 
men of 
town respond, but they 
started coming in 
from the country, 
and a number of trains brought im- 
jHirted 
labor 
from 
surrounding 
countries, where 
efforts 
had 
been 
made to 
secure 
mechanics 
and la­ 
borers. 
Every morning 
about 
half 
past 
six o’clock 
these men are 
taken to 
the camp site in 
large automobiles, 
as many as forty and fifty being put 
pn a single truck and 
hauled out to 
the encampment 
where the 
various 
buildings will now rise rapidly. 
One or two of the* local industries 
are beginning 
to feel the 
effect of 
these almost unheard of wages and 
some of the men are quitting to take 
the more 
remunerative, though less 
permanent job*. 
Not only are the 
carpenters and 
laborers reaping direct returns from 
this activity in * building 
but stores 
are furnishing supplies, people hav­ 
ing trams are supplying them at lu­ 
crative figures, and 
there 
is 
very 
generally chance 
for getting "good 
money." 
No estimate has been made of the 
probable cost of the 
present camp.

One of General 
Robert 
E. 
Lee's 
old negro servants was one 
among 
the interested spectators here for the 
dedication of the Virginia memorial 
on Friday afternoon. 
Another man, 
who followed Lee during the greater 
part of the war as 
a 
servant 
and 
was 
with 
him at 
Gettysburg was 
also numbered in the audience. Both 
occupied uiconspicuous positions and 
were discovered by chance among the 
visitors here. 
They were quite 
ready to talk of 
the man with 
whom they had such 
intimate contact ami their joy at the 
unveiling could 
not 
be 
concealed. 
They spoke in as 
vigorous terms as 
they could command of 
the 
noble 
qualities of which the southern, com­ 
mander 
was 
possessed, and told a 
number of interesting stories in con­ 
nection with the visit to Gettysburg. 
Among other 
things asked of the 
visitors was the 
question regarding 
the location ’of Lee's 
headquarters 
during the 
battle. 
The 
old 
negro 
spoke emphatically on 
this subject 
and said that the place was 
in 
the 
field immediately 
west of Seminary 
Ridge and south of 
the 
Chambers­ 
burg pike. 
This verities the inscrip­ 
tion on the tablet along the road and

citizen, at 
least, 
promised to make an independent in­ 
vestigation. 
The meeting 
w*as called to 
order 
by the president, 
Israel Supplee, of 
Bryn Mawr, ami he had barely taken 
the 
chair 
when 
Samuel 
Fishman 
moved that a committee be appointed 
to investigate the actions of the board 
of directors, particularly relative to 
the awranling of $(50,000 worth of stock 
to W. J. Stewart, of Harrisburg, the 
chief promoter.

An operator w ho rent bed the edge of 
th e destroyed to n e reported that San 
Salvador w m In ruin* and th a t every 
thing within a radius of thirty miles 
had been destroyed 
by 
th e 
e a rth ­ 
quake. 
Residents of San Salvador are cam p­ 
ing In th e stree ts and parks. 
At the 
tim e th e report w*h sant it had been 
raining heavily for fife hours. 
The disaster ta s t i p p l e d 
to 
have 
been caused by an eruption of the vci!- 
»ano of San Salvador, at th e foot of 
which the city is situated.

Oraat damage was done. 
The despatches said that about 6 86 
P. IC. Thursday severe earth shocks 
began and continued until about 8.45 
with varying degrees of intensity 
About 8.45 the volcano 
Ban Sal­ 
vador began to belch forth fire aud 
smoke apparently ou the side toward 
Q uettsRepeque. 
There was later one 
very severe shock, but the tremors of 
the earth continued with decreasing 
violence. 
At the sam e time there was 
a steady shower of dry’ ashes falling 
over the city. 
The 
report 
says 
damage to the 
American legation building will render 
it uninhabitable, but that all records 
are safe. 
It adds that all other city 
property appeared practically unten 
able, 
One important central business sec- 
Hon had been destroyed by fire. whUffi 
at the time of telegraphing seem ed to 
bb under control. 
No deaths were reported in the min 
M ar's despatch as being known at 
that hour.
